LOS ANGELES CW—Call him Flippy. He's 15, just 


getting husky, a natural athlete. 


He'll never graduate from high school. They rarely 


saw him there last semester. 


He spent most of the spring on the beach, waxing his 


surf board, learning to drink cheap wine, waiting for a 
set of big combers to come booming in toward the sand. 


Flippy is a surfer. 
There are 20,000 surfers in California, and riders of 


surfboards are apt to differ as much as riders of street- 
cars. 


But for some—like Flippy—it has become more than 


a sport. It is a way of life. Newspaper writers have 
given a name to their bizarre code: 


"The cult of the surfer." 
It is the so-called cult-followers that Southern Cali- 


fornia educators and law enforcement officials are wor- 
ried about. In some towns, in some schools, and in some 
police stations, surfer has another meaning: beach bum. 


Lawlessness, truancy, teen-age drinking, sex parties 


—these are the things charged against the surfers by 
many police and property owners. 


Property owners have built tell fences topped with 


barbed wire to keep them out of some beaches. (Tha 
surfers usually rip ths wire and break through.)

Refugees Pour 
into Berlin; East 
Tightens Check 


BERLIN UP)—East and West prepared Saturday 


for a showdown in divided Berlin on just who is per- 
mitted to come to this isolated outpost of the Western 
world. 


From Red-ruled East Germany, refugees were pour- 


ing in at a record rate. There were 675 new ones 
counted at Marienfelde Camp by 11:30 this morning, 
when the books—but not the reception machinery— 
closed down for the weekend. The comparable figure 
last Saturday was only 477. 


These counts are far from 


complete. Experts say the av- 
erage of arrivals over the 
past week has been 1,200 a 
day. This is as many as Ber- 
lin has ever bad.

MANY OF THE refugees 


feared the Communists are 
about to close the Berlin 
escape hatch. There 
were 


widespread reports that peas- 
ants, annoyed by Communist 
pressure, were trying to get 
out of collective farms.

Roving Ambassador? 


Bowles 
Seen on 
Way Out

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


Congressional sources report- 
ed Saturday the Kennedy ad- 
ministration is moving toward 
a politically delicate decision 
to m o v e Undersecretary of 
State Chester Bowles into a 
top ambassadorial post. 


These sources said Bowies' 


replacement, in a shift de- 
signed to jack up policy plan- 
ning in the State Department, 
probably would be McGeorge 
Bundy, special assistant to 
President Kennedy for nation- 
al security affairs. 


Bowles, it was reliably re- 


ported, is being urged to con- 
sider an assignment as roving 
ambassador, a post now held 
by former New York Gov. W. 
Averell Harriman. An alterna- 
tive would be appointment as 
ambassador to Chile, a key 
position in the drive to carry 
orward Kennedy's "alliance 
:or progress" program.

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Wow Prestige Is Lost 


Adlai Stevenson, our Ambassador to the United 


Nations, tells this story, according to U. S. News: On 
the first day of the attempted invasion of Cuba, 
members of every Latin-American delegation in the 
U. N. came to see him and to wish the invasion well. 
On the second day, when things became confused, 
only nine representatives of Latin-American nations 
showed up. On the third day, when it became obvious 
that the invasion attempt had failed, no Latin-Ameri- 
can put in an appearance."

It seems to us this is the best example we have 


heard of as to how prestige is lost. It is an example 
of how nations—or individuals—like to be associated 
with a winner—and how quickly they drop a loser. It 
is also indicative of the way the Latiu-Americans— 
and Europeans—viewed the invasion. To them it was 
a United States enterprise. Its failure was our failure, 
no matter how we try to cover it up.

While we were in Europe this was an issue. At 


that time the sordid Alabama jailing of Freedom Rid- 
ers and the general segregation problem were at the 
heighth of publicity in the U. S. But we never had a 
single person ask us about our racial problem. But we 
were asked many times about our failure in Cuba, 
"Why did you not use the necessary force to make the 
attempt successful?" was asked us many times. We 
had no answer.

Now we are faced with the same feeling as con- 


cerns Laos. Mr. Kennedy spoke very strongly about 
how we would not allow Laos to be lost to the Com- 
munists. But the feeling is general that it has been 
lost as our delegates have negotiated for months at 
Geneva. It is no wonder that other countries wonder 
if we mean what we say about Berlin. 


Will Rogers used to say: "The United States has 


never lost a war—or won a conference." He would 
surely say it today in view of the Laos, nuclear test- 
ing and the meeting of Khrushchev and Kennedy. Our 
prestige is at a very low ebb throughout the world. 
It is so because we have appeased Latin-Americans by 
not using the necessary force to stop Castro in Cuba. 
We are trying to buy friends in Latin-America by our 
aid program. But when we failed to use force in Cuba 
they stopped calling on Mr. Stevenson.

Maybe we could afford to lose prestige if it did 


not endanger our safety. But it does endanger it be- 
cause it encourages Communist aggressions and brings 
that menace ever closer to our shores. It endangers 
the economy by cutting off markets for our goods. It 
causes us to lose our own self-respect. This is why a 
new look is needed at our foreign aid program and 
our general foreign policy. 


: . 
11 would^ seem more realistic that we refuse aid 


' 
to any nation that encourages the Communists—and 
that we shut off all shipments to them, or purchases 
from them. A "neutral" .country in this cold war is 
not deserving of our foreign aid. If we must pay them 
to remain neutral, we will inevitably lose. Our aid 
should go only to those nations that are definitely our 
friends. 
Unless the President and Congress take a 


'. stronger position—and the people support them— 


what is left of our world prestige will be completely 
destroyed—and our danger of survival as a free nation 
will be increased.—L.A.C.

A Ford without wheels may he the answer to South- 


ern California's crowded freeways. 


This doesn't mean you have to take the family car 


apart to avoid the Sunday driver crush. Ford engineers in 
Detroit already have taken care of this. 


They have designed a vehicle called the Levacar, 


which lifts itself a fraction of an inch off a prepared sur- 
face and slides along on a friction-free film of compressed 
air. It has no wheels to start with. 


The prototype Levacar is only a one-passenger job and 


can be used only on a special circular track which is set 
up for demonstrations. 
But this one-man vehicle is the 


basis for a mass-transit design which would accommodate 
200 passengers on rails between cities.

THE KING-SIZE Levacar design would be 124 feet 


long, weigh 76,000 pounds and be capable of speeds up 
to 500 miles an hour. Ford Motor Co. representatives 
have discussed the design with Pennsylvania Railroad 
engineers for an experimental line between New York 
and Philadelphia. 


If the experiment should work, it would pave the way 


for huge savings in rapid transit construction and pos- 
sibly break the cost freeze which has blocked develop- 
ment of monorail or other mass transportation in South- 
ern California. 


Dr. Andrew A. Kucher, Ford vice president for engi- 


neering, maintains that the cost of an elevated system for 
the Levacar would be S125.000 to $150,000 a mile, com- 
pared to a minimum average of 5600,000 a mile for a 
superhighway. 


The secret of the Levacar is compressed air emitted 


from small holes in Ihe metal pads which support the 
vehicle on specially-constructed rails. The air forms a 
thin high-pressure area and lifts the pad a fraction of an 
inch from the rails. 


In the preliminary mass-transit design, propulsive 


power would be supplied by two three-hladed propellers, 
one at each end of the cigar-shaped vehicle. Braking 
would be accomplished by reversing the propellers. 


The efficiency of the Levacar principle may be best 


illustrated by the small amount of power necessary to lift 
and propel the operational one-man model. Only 15 horse- 
power is required to levitate the vehicle and less than two 
horsepower is needed to push the car at 15 miles an hour. 


FURTHER SAVINGS in construction between cities 


could be made by using existing railroad tracks as the 
base for the Levacar rails, Dr. Kucher said. 


According to Ford engineers, design studies for a four- 


passenger version of the Levacar are under way and the 
vehicle may be ready to test in about two years. 


And perhaps, along about 19GG, local service stations 


will be having compressed-air price wars and advertising 
free gas to attract customers.

years in Europe and hav- 


ing been to South America

Americans 
seem to know and care very 
little about the rest of the 
world. They are interestec 
only in themselves." 


WELL, this q u o t a t i o n

aroused Mrs. Simpson 


who felt the fellow in Zanzi- 
bar was mistaken. Being in 
the. same line of work, she 
took pen in hand and wrote 
him a letter, telling him so 
She made a sincere state 
ment as to her impression 
of the feeling of American 
toward other peoples. 


She must have made a 


pretty good case of it, fo 
Omar Abdulla promptly re 
plied with a flat denial of 
the attributed remarks. He 
said he was mystified that 
ha was so quoted, and here- 
after would suspend judg- 
ment of what he reads in pa- 
pers. 


He went on: 
"You need not be sorry, 


because I have not formed 
such an erroneous opinion of 
Americans (as the newspa- 
per quoted me as having). I 
know America and Ameri- 
cans too well to do so. Only 
last summer I was in Cali- 
fornia. An officer of the 
State Dept. came to receive 
me at the airport. A pleas- 
ant g e n t l e m a n took me 
around your beautiful city 
and then left me with Mr. 
Adul Sultan of the Pakistan 
consulate. I was then on my 
way back to Zanzibar via 
Fiji, Australia, Indonesia, Sin- 
gapore, Malay, Ceylon, Bom- 
bay and Aden. I mentioned 
American hospitality every- 
where I went. 


"This was not my first 


visit. I toured around many 
states in 1953 and I was over- 
whelmed with your generos- 
ity. I still have a suit of 
clothes presented to me by 
Dr. Charles Johnson. 


"My impression is that 


Americans do care about 
other people of the world. If 
you are to be criticized at 
all, 1 would say, "You take 
too much interest in other 
people" — which is a good 
fault!" .

best. His death this week of a heart attack takes from 
the community a devoted public servant. There is 
more than rhetoric in the comment by City Manager 
John Mansell: "No man was ever more dedicated to 
his city, his department, or his men."

CHIEF SANDEMAN HAD A fierce pride in his 


profession and in his department. He was a deter- 
mined, positive man who fought hard for the things 
he thought were right, and just as hard against the 
things he thought were wrong. When fireworks manu- 
facturers recently sought city approval of so-called 
"safe and sane" fireworks, he appeared personally be- 
fore the Council and fought the proposal. He didn't 
see anything either safe or sane about putting fuses, 
matches, and inflammable powder into the hands of 
children. The city rejected the fireworks proposal in 
an action which could well influence the legislature to 
tighten up the statewide laws. There's no way of 
knowing how many lives and how much property will 
be saved as the result of Sandeman's staunch fight.

HE THOUGHT CONSTANTLY about ways to

CHIEF SANDEMAN WAS a modern thinker. He

And 
if fire does start, how can immediate protection be . 
assured? The need for attention to such matters was 
dramatized this week by the burning of a jet plane 
following a crash-landing at Denver. 


He advocated wider use of a system of fire hy- 


drants at surface level near runways for use in emer- 
gencies. And he made an interesting suggestion which 
opens a whole field of speculation. Why not create an 
emergency runway with a covering of watery foliage, 
such as ice plant, to reduce the heat produced by fric- 
tion between the plane and the hard layer underneath? 


That may or may not be the answer. The impor- 


tant thing is that the Chief was thinking about it and 
striving, even in the last days of his own life, to save 
the lives of others.

East Berlin Revolt 
Seen as Possibility

WASHINGTON—The Capital hears there's a real possi- 


bility of a people's revolt against the Soviet puppet 


government in East Berlin. This would add a frightening 
new dimension to the already critical situation in the 
divided city, and create a .tremendous new problem for the 
United States. There would be heavy pressure from some 
quarters for the U. S. to help the uprising if it occurred. 
Yet just such an action might provide a big enough spark 
to the Berlin tinderbox to set off a nuclear war. Officials 
hope they won't have to face the dilemma. 


The citizens of East Berlin are hungry, downtrodden 


and, as is well known, have been defecting in great num- 
bers to West Berlin. Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., who 
visited there last weekend, brought back word that thou- 
sands of workers in the eastern, Soviet sector, belong to 
free trade unions in the western sector. This makes for a 
two-way pipeline that provides information as to doings in 
East Berlin and intensifies the annoyance of workers there 
who are treated far less well than their counterparts in 
West Berlin. 


IT'S SAID that Jackie Kennedy is finally beginning to 


enjoy her job as First Lady. In the beginning she was, 
according to intimates, rather afraid that she couldn't con- 
tribute anything to her husband's execution of his job other 
than look pretty. The recent European tour on which she 
was the hit of the show did much to give her confidence 
that she too could pay a role. Now she's full of all kinds 
of ideas, not the least of which was using Mount Vernon 
as the setting for the Ayub Khan dinner.

sent the results of his ques- 
tionnaire to the Secretary of 
State and the U. S. negoti- 
ator at Geneva. I trust these 
two gentlemen will analyze 
the responses with a greater 
degree of intelligence than 
did Mr. Hosmer. 


Many of these questions 


involve matters of such im- 
portance that they cannot 
and should not be decided 
by the usually uninformed 
"man in the street" check- 
ing off yes and no answers 
on a questionnaire. Further, 
it is indeed naive to call any 
group of 8,000 "typical of 
the nation" in a population 
of 180,000,000. More note- 
worthy is the fact that only 
one-third of the constituents 
took the time to make any 
response. 


The best of questionnaires 


are hazardous. Most 
are 


used for very limited pur- 
poses. Seldom do experts at- 
tempt too draw a conclusion 
and then only after repeated 
use and modification. 


Mr. Hosmer's constituents 


are, to say the least, rather 
inconsistent. More than two- 
thirds "believe winning is 
going to take higher taxes 
and foregoing many desir- 
able domestic programs to 
keep communism from tak- 
ing over the world and want 
to get on with the job." Now 
this same group— 74% want 
no withholding tax placed on 
corporate dividends or sav- 
ings account interest; they 
are 2 to 1 against sending a 
man to the moon for $9 bil- 
lion; they are 4 to 1 against 
boosting foreign aid by $535 
million; they are 3 to 2 
against a $250 million for- 
eign aid contingeny fund; 
they are 58% against feder- 
al aid to teachers. Accord- 
to Mr. Hosmer these are 
"the people willing to work, 
sacrifice and fight if neces- 
sary to preserve the United 
States." 


It seems quite evident 


these people are more con- 
cerned with the price tag 
than they are with preserv- 
ing the peace or winning the 
cold war.

ARE YOU apt to faint when you donate blood? 
Dr. David T. Graham of the University of Wiscon- 


sin studied 414 consecutive blood donor' and came up 
with these findings, reported in the journal Circula- 
tion: 


The younger a donor, the more likely he'll faint. 
The higher his pulse rate at time of donation, the 


more likely he'll faint. 


And a donor who admits to anxiety is more than 


twice as likely to faint as the one who denies he's 
anxious.

GALLSTONES occasionally disappear of their 


own accord, comments the British Medical Journal. 


Seven cases of spontaneous disappearance of gall- 


stones have now been reported in medical literature, 
an editor of the journal discloses. Although recorded 
cases are few, such spontaneous disappearance prob- 
ably is not unusual. 


Gallstones are very common, the report continues. 


And about half of all cases display no symptoms. Sur- 
gery is required when stones became impacted in gall 
bladder passages or when the gall bladder becomes 
inflamed.

cal treatment is only theoretical, the journal says.

man and his lazy son made the world a more exhilarating 
place in which to live. 


This has nothing to do with love, or the night they 


invented champagne. This story concerns Pierre Michaux, 
his son Ernest, and how the bicycle came to be. 


For the French claim that in 1861, Michaux Pere et Fils 


made the first real bicycle and pedalled into history. 


America was fighting the Civil War that day in 1861 


when a Parisian named De Brunei brought his volicifere 
into the Paris coachworks run by the family Michaux.

THE VOLICIFERE was a sort of amputated bicycle, 


a two-wheeled wooden contraption without pedals, little 
more than a scooter with a seat. 


De Brunei's colicifere wasn't working right. The an- 


nals of cyclism don't say what was wrong, but De Brunei 
asked papa Michaux to fix it. 


Pierre set to work and soon had the colicifere repaired. 


He sent Ernest out on a test spin. 


"Ah! il marche," Ernest said when he returned. "Mais 


alores, Daddy, one tires of holding one's legs aloft when 
one proceeds downhill."

"HMMM," said Michaux pere, and straight away fixed 


a footrest on each side of the front wheel. Then he thought 
a while, and stared at the volicifere, and suddenly he had 
an idea. 


"Tiens!" he exclaimed as he invented the bicycle. For 


papa Michaux had thought of pedals and a chain. 


Pierres sent his son out for another spin. Ernest was 


pedalling around the Place de Ja Concorde when who 
should happen by in a coach and four but the Emperor 
Napoleon III, who stopped right in the middle of the place 
to marvel at the newborn bike. Later on he even took 
cycling lessons. 


Unfortunately for the Michaux family fortune, papa 


was not as bright as Ernest was energetic. Pierre Mi 
chaux neglected to patent his invention.

THE MICHAUXS built and sold bicycles for a while 


But pretty soon along came a bunch of sharpies with a 
few francs. They founded the "Compagnie Parisienne de 
Velocipedes," and by 1869 were making money hand ove 
fist through three factories and 800 employes. 


The last good market was lost when Pierre Lallement 


a Michaux employe, quit his job, caught a boat, and intro

bathyscaph Triestte starting 
Monday,

research—a field that may be 
more important to U.S. de- 
fense than missiles, satellites 
or massive armies. 


Don Walsh and Larry Shu- 


maker, both lieutenants, sta- 
tioned at the Naval Electron- 
ics Laboratory in San Diego, 
believe the key to survival 
may be under the ocean. 


Monday, the two men are 


to begin a series of 60 dives 
in the bathyscaph, Trieste, a 
b l i m p - shaped 
underwater 


vehicle. The dives are de- 
signed to provide more in- 
formation about communica- 
tions and detection below the 
surface of the sea.

Should any- 
thing go wrong during the 
dives, "Ihere is no ejection 
seat or escape hatch; it's a 
one-way trip," Shumaker said.

Entry Outcharge 
Whodunif at Wire

The rich got richer Saturday as the Travis M, 


Kerr entry of Prince Blessed and Grey Eagle sizzled 
to a smashing one-two triumph in the $162,100 Hol- 
lywood Gold Cup. 


Jockey Johnny (Moneybags) Longden, wealthiest horso 


skipper in the business, steered Prince Blessed to his neck 
triumph, while Kerr was (he man who owned Round 
Table, greatest thoroughbred money-winner in history! 


Grey Eagle carved a blistering pace — the first mile of 


the mile and one-quarter classic was the swiftest run at 
the Inglewood track this season — then waged a spirited 
head-to-head duel with his stablemate down the stretch 
before the Longden mount won out. 


The stablemates were forced to batlle tooth-and-nail 


down to the very end as the favored Whodunit was charg- 
ing at the pair like a runaway tank truck going down 
Signal Hill. 


The Kerr entry returned $11, $9 and $4.60, white Who- 


dunit's supporters salvaged the show prize of 54.40. 


Whodunit was a half-length in arrears of Grey 


Eagle, with the fourth finisher, New Policy, nearly an- 
other length behind. 


"The race was run exactly as we had planned," claimed 


33-year-old trainer Jim Naz.worthy. "We sent Larry Gilli- 
gan out on Grey Eagle to grab the lead, with Longden 
ready to charge from behind with Prince Blessed. We 
definitely thought Grey Eagle had a big chance to win 
the whole thing, even though most of the handicappers 
figured he'd kill himself off on that pace." 


The Gold Cup was almost the image of its Santa Anita 


counterpart, the $100,000 Handicap, except that Prove It 
wasn't in Saturday's 14-horse field. Prince Blessed and 
Grey Eagle ran 2-3 in the Handicap using the identical 
strategy as in the Gold Cup. 


Longden Holds Prince Blessed Back 


Kerr's grey blur snapped to an immediate lead as the 


gate was sprung, with First Balcony cutting all the way 
over from his outside (14th) post position to settle right 
behind the Eagle. 


New Policy slipped into the No. 3 slot, with Head- 


master and Prince Blessed next in the strung-out line. 
Longden was holding Prince Blessed back like a long- 
shoreman tugging to keep the S.S. Catalina in its Wil- 
mington dock. 


Whodunit was content to relax in eighth place the 


entire first mile. 


Grey Eagle blistered around Ihe first three turns 


xvith First Balcony always just a length behind him. 


Prince Blessed made his bit; move around the far turn 


and when Longden loosened the reins the colt snapped 
to action like an errant rubber band. 


Longden dispatched New Policy, then First Balcony 


and aimed his sights at the fleeing Gilligan and his Eagle. 
At the top of the stretch Prince Blessed caught his stable- 
mate — and everyone in the throng of 54,107 figured tha 
Eagle had done his job and would quickly fade into the 
rear ranks. • 


But it never happened. Gilligan kept Grey Eagle right 


there beside Prince Blessed and the ding-dong stretch 
battle commenced. 


Little Difference to Jockey's Wallets 
Whodunit came storming down the middle of the 


track, picking up real estate on the Kerr pair like a greedy 
land developer, but the stablemates blitzed past the wire 
before Ralph Neves' charger could get to them. 


Actually it made little difference to the jockeys' wal- 


lets which Kerr mount finished first because both Long- 
den and Gilligan had agreed to split any winnings down- 
the-middle. First place was worth about $10,000 to a 
jockey, with $3,000 the second reward. 


"He ran a powerful race," Longden said of Prince 


Blessed, "but he almost got. away from me. He wanted 
to roll too eaily today, so I let him go earlier than I 
wanted. He got to the front easy, but he didn't want to 
go by Grey Eagle." 


"We'd have made it if we got a breather," declared 


Gilligan, "but First Balcony was pressing us all the 
way and we just had to keep running. The Eagle never 
quit and we were coming on a little at John's horse in 
the stretch." 


Neves claimed because of the bulky field that Who- 


dunit probably lost the race in its early stages. 


"We blew a lot of ground going around horses and 


trying to stay out of trouble," explained Neves. "We got 
straightened out in the drive home, but we ran out of 
ground." 
. 


Hank Moreno said his New Policy suffered when 


Prince Blessed brushed him as the Longden colt flew 
past. "But my horse got tired 70 yards from the finish 
and we'd had it," conceded Moreno. 


First Balcony Didn't Have It — Burns 


Bill Harmatz said his well-regarded Dress Up got 


bumped going by the stands the first time "and after that 
he just wouldn't try." 


First Balcony "didn't have it again today," commented 


Eddie Burns, riding for the first lime since being involved 
in the Mr. America tragedy last Saturday. Burns also 
claimed that Longden brushed his mount as Prince Blessed 
flashed by. 


Sea Orbit, which had won two earlier Hollypark races 


from much the same field, didn't run a lick because "the 
ground broke at the start and he got off bad," moaned 
Angel Valenzuela. 'Then we got shuffled around and 
knocked back — and that was it." 


Longden, who parlayed baek-to-back $!00,000 tri- 


umphs (he was astride Four-and-Twenty in last Satur- 
day's Derby), almost didn't make the race because of 
an ailment. 


"I didn't ride Friday because I was taking treatment 


for a neck ailment which was b o t h e r i n g my legs," 
squeaked the 54-year-old wonder. "The legs hurt me be- 
fore the race, but 1 can't feel a thing now." 


Nazworthy stunned press observers when he com- 


mented on being "disappointed" over the race. "I wanted 
to run 1-2-3," chuckled the young trainer, who actually 
had a third horse in the chase, Ann Peppers' 46-1 shot, 
Headmaster. 


His "disappointment" should be short-lived—just until 


ha trots to tha bank at 10 a.m. post-time Monday!

ERICH- LEINSDORF 


IS 'SELF-MADE' 
MAN

Erich Leinsdorf, internationally-famed conductor, is a 


;stern, austere man of 49; small of stature, with a receding 
hairline and cold black eyes that look right through one 
BS he talks. On the rare occasions when he smiles, the 
coldness vanishes. Perhaps this aloofness comes from the 
fact that Erich Leinsdorf is, in the most literal sense, a 
self-made man. Not that there is anything disparaging 
about being a "self-made" man, but it does tend to make 
.one wary. I had an interesting interview with him and 
his personal manager, Walter Surovay, the handsome Hun- 
garian husband of Rise Stevens, at the Beverly-Hilton Hotel 
recently. 


Leinsdorf has just completed three guest appearances 


as conductor with Los Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra in 
Hollywood Bowl. In fact, he conducted the opening per- 
formance of the season in a thrilling concert, with Inge 
Borkh, soprano, as soloist. We, in Los Angeles, are familiar 
with his splendid gifts as conductor. He has appeared for 
six seasons at the Bowl, in many performances with the 
orchestra during the winter season, and his appearances 
with the San Francisco Opera Company were memorable. 
He conducted, for the first time in Los Angeles, the opera 
"The Carmelites" by Poulenc.

BORN IN VIENNA, he was only 3 when his father died 


und, although his mother started him with piano lessons 
at 7, she could not afford to give him a musical education. 
So young Leinsdorf earned his own. 


At the State Academy of Vienna he studied composi- 


tion, theory, piano and cello, and Italian on the side. When 
he was 23, having no money, he hitch-hiked 155 miles to 
Salzburg where the annual summer Music Festival was in 
progress. Bruno Walter was rehearsing but our bold "on- 
the-spot" opportunist, when the maestro turned to help an 
artist, placed himself at the piano and, from memory, car- 
ried on where the music had stopped. The maestro was 
impressed and made him a coach for the rest of the sum- 
mer.

HE FURTHER entrenched himself with the great Tos- 


canini by being able to translate the German texts for the 
Italian singers. This "in" with the two great masters of 
the festival, together with his own exceptional talents, 
made him an assistant conductor for the next three 
seasons. 


Toscanini's recommendation was responsible for an- 


other of Leinsdor's big "breaks." When Artur Bodansky, 
conductor at the Metropolitan, became ill he was made an 
assistant; and when Bodansky died, he was given the di- 
rectorship of the entire German opera repertoire, at the 
age of 27! For seven seasons he held this post, resigning 
It to become permanent conductor of the Cleveland Sym- 
phony Orchestra. But before he could assume his duties, 
ho was drafted into the United States Army!

AFTER A MEDICAL discharge, he became conductor 


of the Rochester Philharmonic Orchestra, where he re- 
mained for nine years. 


Then came an interlude as director of the New York 


City Opera Company, and in 1957 he rejoined the Metro- 
politan Opera as conductor and- music consultant. Next 
season he will conduct there two "Ring Cycles" by Wagner. 


Recently has come to Erich Leinsdorf another great 


opportunity; he has been appointed music director of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, to succeed Charles Munch 
when he retires at the close of the 1961-62 season. 


Not only as a conductor of the great orchestras of the 


world has Leinsdorf made an enviable reputation, but his 
conducting of outstanding recordings, among them RCA's 
complete albums of Mozart's "Don Giovanni" and Puc- 
cini's "Turandot," are considered among the best. He has 
ju*t finished recording in Rome "La Boheme" by Puccini, 
with our own Mary Costa as Musetta.

That Their Beauty May Live On 


Conservation carried on for years by Theodore 
Payne 


will be turned over to a foundation bearing his name. 


By Anna Mae Murray 


WftTHEN THE T h e o d o r e 
"* Payne Wildlife Sanctu- 
ary was dedicated early this 
year, Los Angeles County 
paid tribute to California's 
"grand old man of horticul- 
ture," 89-year-old Theodore 
Payne. The 320-acre site near 
Llano in Antelope Valley will 
be left in its natural state, 


an ever-growing memorial to 
the man who h a s b e e n 
preaching and practicing wild 
life conservation in southern 
California for a l m o s t 70 
years. 


"What impressed me most 


when I came to the state," 
he said, "was the miles and 
miles of wild flowers. Sud- 


denly they were disappearing 
from the 
landscape, plows 


were turning them under. 
Now bulldozers are making 
subdivisions and industrial 
sites out of the fields, the 
citrus groves and the wal- 
nuts. Time is running out 
but it still isn't too late to 
try to save for posterity some 
of the wild beauty that was 
here when the padres came." 


PAYNE WAS born in Eng- 


land in 1872 and came to 
L o s Angeles as a trained 
nurseryman, seedsman, land- 
scaper and exhibitor in 1893. 
Tor a few days he picked 
apricots at $1.50 a day, then 
obtained a position as gar- 
dener to Madame H e l e n a 
Modjeska, the famous Polish 
actress, at h?r estate "Forest 
of Ardcn" in Santiago Can- 
yon. 
"It was there in the 


Santa Ana Mountains that I 
first became interested in the 
wild flowers of California," 
he said. 


He joined what is now the 


Germain Seed Co. a few years 
later. Representing them on a 


trip to Europe he sold 40 
t h o u s a n d dried pampas 
plumes. The firm made him 
manager in 1903. 


Payne has owned and oper- 


ated large general nurseries 
in the Los Angeles area for 
58 years. In order to awaken 
a g r e a t e r interest in the 
native flora he began growing 
native trees, p l a n t s and 
flowers. During the "Eucalyp- 
tus boom" around 1907 he 
shipped great quantities of 
the seed to many parts of 
the world. Selling wild flower 
seeds met with very little 
success until he planted some 
vacant lots in Hollywood and 
Pasadena. Their brilliant dis- 
plays aroused public interest. 
He wrote articles, lectured 
all over southern California. 
He pleaded that areas be set 
aside so that the generations 
to come might enjoy the wild 
plant life of the mountains, 
the inland valleys, the sea- 
shore, the deserts and the 
sand dunes, the chaparral 
belt, the salt marshes. Gar- 
den Clubs became interested 


in the 
conservation move- 


ment; laws were passed to 
protect the wild f l o w e r s . 
Payne's artistry combined 
with his enthusiasm for using 
native materials brought him 
many landscaping contracts. 
What started out as a hobby 
became his business. 


P A Y N E ' S 
horticultural 


achievements h a v e b e e n 
many. He has put into cir- 
culation between <IOO and 500 
native trees, s h r u b s and 
flowers, shipping all over the 
world. He has collaborated 
with the Botanic Gardens in 
Claremont, Santa B a r b a r a 
and La Canada ever since 
their inception, growing large 
portions of the native plant 
material used in them. He laid 
out and planted the five-acre 
"Wild Garden" in Exposition 
Park. During a Mediterranean 
fruit fly scare he collaborated 
with the state for the control 
of the pest. Many Califor- 
nians prominent in the fields 
of horticulture received their 
early training in his establish-

Fun on Catalina-1900 
By Maymie R. Kryfhe 


JN THE 1890s and at the turn of the century, 


several small newspapers at Avalon—including 


the Catalina Jew Fish, The Avalon Crusoe, and 
The Wireless—did their best to boost their island. 
The editors extolled the climate, the scenery, and 
the recreational facilities; and today these old 
newspapers give us a good idea of how visitors 
there amused themselves. 


Ads such as the following appeared in the 


Long Beach Press to attract people to the island: 


THE GOOD OLD SUMMER TIME 


Don't let it slip away without a 


TRIP TO CATALINA 


This is the most prosperous season in its history. 


Can you afford to deny yourself 
the pleasure of this wonderful 
trip through the busy harbor, 
past the new government break- 
water, and over 30 miles of the 
grand old ocean to a magic 
island which, by the genius of 
man and natdre, has been made 
a paradise for the p l e a s u r e - 


seeker?

To (each CaUlina, Southland residents went 


by train to Wilmington to board steamers, the 
Falcon or the Hermosa. (The Hermosa later was 
used as a fishing vessel and was heavily dam- 
aged by fire off Costa Rica. The hulk towed back 
to the harbor and the deckhouse and after portion 
were removed and installed on W. Anaheim St. 
for use as a night club. Later the facility was used 
for a time as a union headquarters.) 


On reaching Avalon, some people stayed in 


the tent colony, others in hotels. Several were so 
impressed that they bought lots—from $150 to 
$350—to build summer homes. One reporter asked, 
"Where can be found better prosperity?" How- 
ever, he admitted Avalon was no metropolis, but 
declared it was improving each year. By this time, 
a road grader had been brought over to complete 
the stage road to the Isthmus. 


"The country traversed by this road is very 


rugged and requires a great deal of grading and 
filling to make it passable," a contemporary wrote. 


In the Catalina Jew Fish, the Metropole Hotel 


advertisement stated that it was under new man- 
agement; the service was improved, and the rates 
reduced. Since its enlargement, the dining room 
could serve 200 at one time. Room and board cost 
$2.50 a day; there were special weekly rates; Sun- 


day dinners were 50 cents; and board alone, $7 
a week. Fish was served at every meal. 


AT THE METROPOLE, boats and carriages 


could be hired; fishing lines and rods were free to 
guests; often there were social gatherings with 
women visitors entertaining with vocal and instru- 
mental music. A ball was scheduled each Saturday 
evening. By 1900, the Metropole was the center 
of the resort life, and guests came from all over 
California, from states as far away as Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut, and even from abroad. 
One reporter wrote: 


'The hotel continues to he well patron- 


ized, and all seem more than satisfied; the 
Sunday fish dinner seems very popular and 
is fast getting the house a good name; the 
t.os Angeles folk in particular appreciating 
fish that are cooked so well, and are so fresh 
from the sea. The trouble is, the guests eat 
so much now, though." 


Not far from the Metropole was an aquarium 


with unusual fish which many liked to visit. Moon- 
light walks along the beach were popular. 
On 


occasional Sunday evenings there were song serv- 
ices at the beach, or sacred concerts by visiting 
musicians at the pavilion. Bathing, swimming and 
sailing were other pastimes; and on one Admission

Round the World College

» NEW DEPARTURE in education, originating 
•** in the Southland but of international signifi- 
cnnce, lias as ils goal a better understanding of 
the world, its people and its problems, by college 
'students of today who will have to deal with 
those problems tomorrow. 


The literal departure will be from an east coast 


port, possibly the nation's capital, and is scheduled 
for September 1962, when students from the United 
States and other countries will walk up the gang- 
plank of an ocean liner on their way to school. 
The ship has been chartered by The University of 
the Seven Seas, a non-profit California corpora- 
tion, from Zim Lines. 


Some 122 days later and 15 credits further along 


toward their degrees, the students of this unique 
university will disembark at either San Diego or 
Long Beach, whichever port has suitable berthing 
available, after having circumnavigated the globe. 
Remaining there during the Christmas holidays, 
the floating college will then start across the Pa- 
cific in the opposite direction for the second se- 
mester's voyage. 


DR. JOHN I.OUNSBURY, who will be remem- 


bered by thousands of alumni of Long Beach City 
Coflege and other Long Beach schools, has been 
appointed dean-director. He will head, to quote the 
sponsors, "the finest faculty ever brought together 
for one concentrated purpose, offering a challenge 
to advanced students to study in their chosen 
fields under the direction of international authori- 
ties." 


Dr. Lounsbury's positions in Long Beach in- 


cluded principal of Burnett School in 1922, princi- 
pal of the former Edison Junior High School and 
first principal of Woodrow Wilson High School 
when it opened in 1926. He was instrumental in 
securing a campus from Montana Land Co. for 
Long Beach City College and became the school's 
first president. He helped to plan and build the 
institution. He left Long Beach in 1942 and retired 
as president of San Bernardino Valley College in 
1958. The following year he served as a Fulbright 
lecturer in Ankara, Turkey. 


William T. Hughes, prominent Whittier busi- 


nessman and president of the board of trustees, 
has recently returned from Japan, where he an- 
nounced the project during the convention of Ro- 
tary International. Dr. E. Ray Nichols Jr., execu- 
tive director, recently left for New York to make 
final arrangements for port facilities. 


Courses of study scheduled range from astrono- 


my, architecture and article writing, to ocean- 
ography, orchestral conducting and oriental drama.

THE SHIPBOARD environment is expected to 


provide an ideal opportunity for study, free of 
shoreside distractions and with the faculty readily 
available for personal consultation. Students will 
keep fit with a varied program of physical exer- 
cise, and attend worship workshops conducted by 
chaplains of Protestant, Catholic and Jewish faiths. 
Only students in their junior or senior year or 
post-graduate students will be accepted. Enroll- 
ments have already been received from various 
states and several foreign countries. 


In the past, parents of college students had to 


go to additional expense in order to provide the 
additional educational advantages of extensive trav- 
el, and comparatively few could afford it. But a 
semester aboard the University of the Seven Seas 
will cost no more than room, board and luition 
at some dry-land universities. Considerable saving 
can be made because the ship is chartered during 
the months of minimum tourist travel only.

The best guide in New York 


is a weekly magazine called 
Cue, which reviews reslaur- 
ants, plays, movies and cur- 
rent attractions. 


HOTELS -For the budget- 


minded, the small hotels on 
the side streets in the 40s and 
uptown are good bets. Two 
good choices in the theater 
district are the Taft and the 
Edison, both busy and com- 
mercial, but reasonable and 
well run. 


For the most New York 


atmosphere, such hotels as 
the Essex House, St. Moritz 
and Barbizon Plaza, all facing 
Central Park, are moderate 
and comfortable.

Day a regatta was arranged. 


With the great number of

L. Doran and C. Manning 
founded the Catalina Tuna 
Club.

sports fishermen and others 
from various states set world 
records in taking tuna. 


CATALINA 
abounded 
in 


such animals as wild pigs, 
burros, goats and deer. Mexi- 
can Joe was the popular 
guide, v/ho had much infor- 
mation about the island, and 
often took hunting or fishing 
parties around. Some persons 
visited the mountain, 2,360- 
foot Black Jack, on horse- 
back from Avalori, while oth- 
ers 
went 
by 
steamer 
to 


Swanc's Landing, where they 
obtained mounts. After lunch 
in picnic style, the visitors 
would return to Avalon.

afternoon and evening con- 
ceits by the Musso Orches- 
tra.

Stopping Action 


Many sharpshooters enjoy 


taking action pictures of sum- 
mer sports, and those that are 
most expert at action picture- 
taking adhere to a few simple 
rules.

and a set shutter speed of 
about 1/50 of a second will 
find that snapping the action 
as it comes directly at them 
increases the odds for suc- 
cessful "stop action" shots. 
Those with adjustable cam- 
eras should use the fastest 
shutter speed possible with- 
out underexposing the picture. 


Subjects moving at right 


angles to the camera require 
faster 
shutter speeds than 


those moving diagonally or 
head-on. 


Distant action, such as base- 


ball plays shot from the grand- 
stand, can be slopped by a 
slower shutter speed than the 
same action occurring only a 
few yards away.

pets. They are blameless for 
the trouble they create but, 
of

should not be 


turned loose to roam. It is up 
to owners- to see that they 
have interests and are made 
part of the family. 


If your dog isn't l e a s h 


broken, see that he is so you 
can take him on walks around 
the neighborhood. An early 
morning brisk walk is fine, 
and another more leisurely 
one in the evening will also 
be appreciated. Do not permit 
the dog to soil any lawns or 
shrubbery along the way. 


Arrange some means for

YOUR GARDEN 
Drought Needn't Be Murderous 


By Joe Litflefield 


TkROUGHT resistance is an 


important factor in many 


garden plantings. Where irri- 
gation may be difficult, as on 
slopes, or where frequency of 
watering may be irregular or 
prolonged, certain plants dis- 
play a hardiness not shared 
by others. 


Among drought - resistant 


plants are the compact Eng- 
lish myrtle, bottle bush, Tam- 
arix, Arbutus Unedo, Spanish 
broom, rosemary, Cassis art- 
emisioides, rock roses, Breath 
of Heaven, California holly, 
lemonade berry, Catalina and 
Carolina cherry. There are 
many others, names of which 
can be supplied by nursery- 
men. 


Drought - resistance 
means 


more than just setting out a 
plant, watering it once and 
forgetting it. Any plant must 
be watered until it is estab- 
lished, then frequency of wa- 
tering may be reduced. 


MANY PLANTS need more 


frequent waterings. To pre- 
vent water from evaporating 
fast from soil, and save on 
watering, spread an inch lay- 
er or so of compost 
soil, 


moistened peat moss mixed 
with manure, bean straw, leaf 
mold, or one of the prepared 
spread mulch materials. 


By giving plants slow deep 


soak ings you won't need to 
water them as often as you 
will when bare soil around 
plants, bakes and cracks.

'Pals' of the Lazy Gardener

W»OOR SOILS need not pre- 


vent your having an at 


tractive landscape. As a mat- 
ter of fact, certain plants ac- 
tually thrive on relatively in- 
fertile ground. Many of our 
m o s t popular ornamentals 
will prosper on a very thin 
diet. 


Godetias are not at all par- 


ticular about the soil in which 
they grow. This colorful an- 
nual is splendid for cut flower 
arrangements as well as for 
general g a r d e n decoration. 
Several varieties are natives 
of California and all are very 
much at home in this area. 
The plants thrive in the sun 
and certainly make few de- 
mands of the caretaker. 
A 


relatively light soil will prove 
best. 


ANOTHER highly colorful 


plant for growing conditions 
is the common iris. Like the 
godctia, iris is extremely easy 
to grow; once established you 
can practically forget it. Bo- 
tanically this is referred to as 
iris germanica and another 
one of its name is "fleur-de- 
lis." You should keep this in 
mind as several iris types ex- 
ist, the others being some- 
what more temperamental. 


Iris germanica certainly be- 


longs in the lazy man's gar- 
den. The colors, which include 
all the shades of the rainbow, 
will certainly tone up your 
summer garden. The flowers 
range through yellow, laven- 
der, blue, red and brown. 


ANNUAL PHLOX is native 


to the wide open spaces of 
Texas and as might be ex- 
pected thrives in full sun. The 
phlox is another highly col- 
orful annual that does well in 
relatively poor soil. On the 
other hand, a fertile soil will 
cause no harm. The annual 
phlox is a. free-flowering, jn-.

damage to lawns today than 
the lawn moth or sod web- 
worm. I 'no longer think of 
them as being a spring, sum- 
mer or autumn problem. 1 do 
not think of them as being 
seasonal at all because from 
early spring until late fall, 
new cycles of lawn moths 
will appear in various sections 
of the country with their sub- 
sequent hatch of sod web- 
worms 
c r e a t i n g brown 


patches in lawns. 


Proper liming of the appli- 


cation of control measures 
for this pest is very impor- 
tant. Do not apply control 
measures when the moths are 
"on the wing," nor immedi- 
ately afterward. Wait at least 
a week or 10 days. Then, 
whatever material is used will 
be applied as the young 
worms are starting to hatch 
and will be many times more 
effective. 


There are several products 


effective against sod web- 
worms, but many of these 
materials are poisonous to the 
birds that eat the worms. For 
that reason 1 like to use a 
combination of copper and 
ether. It will kill the sod 
webworms and yet is not 
poisonous to the birds.

P E L A R G O N I U M S very 


likely produce more and ask 
for less than almost any other 
comparable garden 
subject. 


The flowers appear intermit- 
tently throughout the year. 
The plants are at their peak 
during summer and fall. Not 
too much water is recom- 
mended and the soil definite- 
ly must not be on the rich 
side. During the winter sea- 
son the plants tend to go dor- 
mant and water should be 
withheld. A sunny exposure 
will prove ideal. 


Other plants that do well 


in poor soils include: diosma, 
lavendula, ivy salvia, splen- 
dens, aloe, agave, dianthus, 
chrysanthemum frute s c e n s, 
gazania, vinca, statice, hem- 
erocallis, euphorbia, gaillar- 
dia and mesembryanthemum.

Taste and Taboos May Slow 
Start of International TV 


By DICK KLEINER 


NEW YORK (NEA)—Inter- ' 


national television is a hot 
item. 
Communications sat- 


ellites and other technical de- 
velopments have made it a 
distinct possibility 
for the 


near future; all networks are 
including it in their future 
plans. 


But 
one 
clear 
voice is 


raised in warning. It belongs 
to Stockton Helffrich, direc- 
tor of the New York Code 
Office of the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters. Helf- 
frich was formerly director of 
continuity 
acceptance 
for 


NBC, the network's watchdog 
of good taste. And it is good 
taste which constitutes his 
concern now. 


Helfrich 
feels that inter- 


national TV. . although pos- 
sible, will be difficult 
be- 


cause of the varying national 
taboos and standards of good 
taste. 


"Our ideas are not univer- 


sal," he says. "For example, 
when 'Bonanza' is sold over- 
seas, English stations cut it 
severely. It is too violent for 
English 
taste. 
And "Bo- 


nanza1 is not acceptable at 
all in Mexico for the same 
reasons."*

SIMILARLY, 
what's 
OK 


in some countries might not 
fall within our feelings of ac- 
ceptable fare. Japan has a 
popular burlesque program, 
'The Pink Mood Show," with 
strippers in action. Obvious- 
ly, that's out here. 


Helffrich's interest in inter- 


national taboos is occasioned 
by his being in charge of a 
panel discussion "Taste and 
Taboos" during the first in- 
ternational Asembly of the 
Academy of Television Arts 
and Sciences. This first ma- 
jor worldwide gathering of 
TV executives will be held 
next November here. 


He says there are many 


areas where one country may 
find the TV programs of an- 
other country unacceptable. 
Sex — especially the amount 
of female skin which may be 
shown—is one. Others are 
race relations, violence, di- 
vorce, birth control, politics.

shows, but most fans have 
only one question when they 
visit the TV capitals of New 
York and Hollywood:

do you get on a show? 


Here's the answer:

There are 20 game-quiz type 
shows. 
Some are strictly 


variations of games played in 
parlors in olden days before 
TV—and you can win prizes 
even if you haven't enough 
talent to tie your shoelaces 
("video village"). 
Sofhe arc 


pseudo-cerebral, requiring a 
degree of brainwork ("con- 
centration"). And others seem 
to be designed for hardluck 
characters who would break 
a tooth biting whipped cream 
("Queen for a Day") or who 
have strange and bizarre oc- 
cupations or claims to fame 
("What's My Line?", 'The 
Groucho Show").

SINCE THE great scandal, 


o p e r a t o r s of games and 
quizzes have been extremely 
sensitive. In a way, this has 
worked to the advantage of 
dreamers who want to win 
their way to riches and glory. 
To show that everything is on 
the up-and-up. and that no 
amount of pull can get you on, 
most of the shows insist on 
picking contestants from the 
audience. 


This is true, for instance, of 


'The Price Is Right," biggest 
quiz in popularity and prizes. 
NBC gets requests for 60,000 
tickets each month fo r the 
daily daytime telecast and the 
night show, hosted by amiable 
Bill Cullen. 


Ticket holders are given 


cards to fill out when enter- 
ing the studio.

Almost no American hus- 


band or wife knows what a 
naita is.

baseball game, and it's a form 
of madness here in Japan. 


But the Japanese women, 


trying to hold on to their hus- 
bands, detest the naita, the 
nighttime baseball game. 


We tune in on a young 


housewife in the city of Osaka 
—married quite recently.

"My HUSBAND sits and 


watches TV when he comes 
home in the evening," she 
complains. "He doesn't know 
what he is eating for supper 
or what T am trying to say to 
him. And we have been mar- 
ried only three months. 


"As soon as one game 


ends," he demands a snack, a 
bowl of rice, a piece of raw 
fish, 
pickles and sake to 


drink. Then he goes back to 
his TV set and watches it un- 
til the late night program— 
it's a review of the high spots 
in today's games." 


Then the husband, as if he 


himself were one of the ball 
players, 
says to his wife: 


"Boy, games were tough on 
me." 


And the next-minute he is 


snoring.

ACCORDING to one Tokyo 


weekly magazine, eight out 
of every ten male Tokyoiles 
are baseball fans. Baseball 
news dominates their daily 
conversation. 


The wifely victims of this 


male madness call themselves 
naita mibojin, or night wid- 
ows—and for reasons other 
thtoi the pure devotion of 
their husbands to Japan's and 
American's national game. 


Japanese wives arc bitter 


about 
this whole 
baseball 


frenzy. One housewife said, 
"Husbands don't teach us how 
to enjoy the game. When my 
husband is watching TV and 
I ask him what is going on, 
he tells me to shut up, this is 
a crucial moment. 


And, 
the housewife com- 


plained,' if his favorite team 
loses a game my husband 
angrily shouts at me, "You 
fool, because you asked such 
silly questions, my team lost 
the game."

NEW YORK (NEA)—It is 


currently quite fashionable to 
blast TV's violence, repetition 
and corruptive qualities with 
such phrases as "television is 
terrible." 


We ought to be more ex- 


plicit and say, "Commercial 
television is terrible." There 
are many wonderful things 
being done through the me- 
dium of television; it isn't fair 
to castigate a 
magnificent 


tool because some misuse it. 


Consider educational TV. 


Without fanfare and investi- 
gation, the use of television 
in schools is steadily increas- 
ing. Latest figures show there 
are 48 educational stations 
operating in 28 states. Their 
total audience is estimateed 
at more than 70,000,000, in- 
cluding 
approximately 20,- 


000,000 regular viewers. 


* 
* * * 


MOST OF these are "open 


circuit" stations—they can he 
picked up by any receiver 
within range of the signal. A 
few are "closed circuit"—the 
transmitter and receivers are 
hooked together so only those 
on the circuit can get the pic- 
ture. 


Whichever way they oper- 


ate, the idea is the same—to 
get varied educational courses 
into schools and, in some 
cases, homes. The audience is 
generally pupils in classrooms 
but ccasionally any interested 
set owner. And it watches 
while the best teachers ex- 
plain their subjects. 


If you must have violence, 


you can still get it on educa- 
tional TV. What's more brutal 
than to watch someone split 
an infinitive, bisect an angle 
or render a poem? 


The development of video 


tape has given educational TV 
its recent impetus. An educa- 
tional TV station can now 
amass a library of courses on 
tape, and telecast them time 
and again.

AS AN example, South Car- 


olina's educational TV fiet- 
.work is currently building a 


three channel, closed circuit 
network which 
will 
reach 


every high school in the state. 
They are taping six to 10 
courses a year, and plan to 
keep this pace for the next 
six years. The network will 
then have a complete library 
of at least 3G high school 
courses. 


What are the advantages 


of 
telecast 
courses? 
There 


would 
be 
none 
if 
every 


school could afford the best 
teachers giving every possible 
course. But too many schools 
are not in that position; their 
budgets preclude hiring the 
best teachers and their small 
enrollment makes it impos- 
sible to offer every course.

BACK TO South Carolina 


for an example. A rural high 
school had a class of 57 stu- 
dents. State law requires that, 
to give a 
specific 
course, 


there must be at least 15 stu- 
dents. In that class, there 
were only H who expressed 
an interest in studying plane 
geometry. But plane geometry 
was offered over the educa- 
tional network, and it was 
piped 
into the school for 


those 14 students. 


While a course is coming in 


on the TV set, the classroom 
teacher has an opportunity to 
do other things. When the TV 
lecture is over, she can (as- 
suming she has the capability) 
continue with a discussion of 
the lecture. 


There also is the obvious 


advantage of educational TV 
for students who are unable 
to attend school because of 
physical disability. 


Experience of educational 


TV stations has shown that 
those who use open circuits 
find their audience containing 
people they were not aiming 
at. Adults tune in to learn 
things they never knew or 
long ago forgot.

college sports

Y 


ou CAN READ IT as easily as the top line of an 
optometrist's chart. 


Big lime college Basketball in this country is as 


clean as the Chinese sewerage system. 


Frank Hogan, veteran crime-busting District At- 


torney oF New York City, made that fact indisputably 
clear a few weeks ago when a New York Grand Jury 
indicted former college basketball stars on charges of 
conspiracy and bribery. 


They were accused of joining with hoodlum gnm- 


blers in bribing fellow players, usually at §1,000 a 
night, to throw games or keep their scores down. 


The basketball scandal, second of its type in a dec- 


ade, involves several dozen players from about 20 dif- 
ferent colleges, ranging from the University of Con- 
necticut to the University of California at Los Angeles. 
And this is only the beginning. The true extent of 
crime and corruption in collegiate basketball will prob- 
ably never be determined. The present revelations, 
however, are indicative of the trend. 


It presents two major questions: Who is truly re- 


sponsible for the scandal? What measures can be 
taken to remedy the mess? 


For one scries of answers PAHADE consulted Harold 


"Red" Grange, 58, the greatest football star of the 
1920s, the famous "Galloping Ghosl of Illinois," 
sportscaster, and authority on intercollegiate athletics. 


Grange believes firmly that today's educators are 


responsible for the national basketball scandal. 


"Our colleges and universities," he maintains, "have 


fouled their own nests. It's about time they started 
cleaning them out. Educators should educate, not win 
ball games. 


"One of the most significant things about this cur- 


rent basketball scandal is th.it every player involved 
so far attended his college or university under some 
form of scholarship. 


"Who are the educators handing out these scholar- 


ships? And what is their purpose? Only a few months 


ago some youngster in Connecticut made up a phony 
high school basketball background, used a phony 
name, a phony record and wrote to 10 colleges for a 
basketball scholarship. Practically all of these insti- 
tutions of so-called higher learning were willing to 
come across because the youngster had built himself 
up as an All-State basketball star. 


"The basic trouble with our educators," Grange 


continues, "is that they're not teaching our youngsters 
a correct set of values. It's also true of many parents. 
Kids are raised to measure success by money. 


"The result is that most college athletes on athletic 


scholarships have no loyalty to any school, any coach, 
any student body. They go to the college that offers 
them the best deal. A college education to them is 
like buying a suit of clothes. 


"What's the Deal?" 


"I've talked to I don't know how many football 


coaches, many of them caught up in the vicious sys- 
tem of win, win, win—no matter what die cost. These 
coaches hear about an outstanding high school athlete. 
Maybe he's recommended by a zealous alumnus or he 
writes in himself. The coach goes out to talk to the 
youngster, to proselyte, to sell him. 


"Usually he begins by telling the boy about his uni- 


versity, the fine faculty, the excellent graduate school, 
the Nobel Prize-winners who are teaching there. All 
the kids listen attentively, some even politely. But in 
practically every case, they say That's fine. But what's 
the deal? What's in it for me?' 


"Where do these kids get that sense of values? That 


college president thinks he's improving his college by 
bringing in the best basketball players. What has 
basketball got to do with education? 


"Today's youngsters are no fools. If a college awards 


a scholarship to a kid because he can win basketball 
and football games, and that's what they're doing, they 
can't be interested in the boy's education. If they let 
him spend his time practicing in the gym, playing 
games in Madison Square Garden and other big city 


arenas—then the boys are not getting an education, 
so they feel they might as well get a few bucks." 


Grange, who played at Illinois in 1923, '24 and '25, 


claims that despite hii football feats, "I never re- 
ceived a thing from the university—not even a free 
meal. In my day, most kids who attended a state uni- 
versity were residents of that state. Nowadays, col- 
leges have scouti touring the country for athletic 
talent. Football and basketball carry most of the 
sports program in any university so they've become 
big business. All of that has got to stop. 


"Colleges should leave big-time athletics to the 


professionals. Athletics must be de-emphasized. Col- 
lege sports should be returned to the colleges. 


"The reason gamblers approach basketball players," 


Grange explains, "is because basketball is an easy game 
to control. In football if a quarterback is calling the 
wrong signals, the coach pulls him out. In basketball 
if a forward misses two or three baskets, the coach and 
the fans figure he's just having an 'off night. 


"If basketball were returned to the college campus 


where it belongs, there would be much less of this 
bribery temptation." 


The Virtues of Education 


"But above all what our universities and parents 


must start doing," Grange asserts, "is teach char- 
acter. We've simply got to develop character in our 
young men, good moral constitutions. And education 
can do that a whole lot better than intercollegiate ath- 
letics. Sports are wonderful, but no young man should 
go to any college solely because of its sports program. 
You hear a lot about the virtues of athletics, huw it 
teaches fair play, team work, discipline and determina- 
tion. The truth of the matter is that all of these virtues 
can be taught much belter in the classroom. 


"I-'or the most part, today's great men were not yes- 


terday's great college athletes. Many of them, like 
President Kennedy, played a fair game of baseball or 
football, but they weren't All-American or All-any- 
tliing. But they did develop character. 


"Where our colleges went wrong in athletics was 


in building tremendous football stadiums to hold from 
50,000 to 80,000 spectators. To fill the stadiums, 
they had to have standout attractions, winning foot- 
ball teams. Over a period of years the football star 
became a bigger man on the campus than the student 
who made Phi Beta Kappa. Then basketball became 
big-time, and the same evils developed. 


"In my mind there's no doubt about it. The col- 


leges and the universities are responsible for the over- 
emphasis on sports and the current basketball mess. 
To remedy it they've got to: 


"1 Restrict recruiting, 2 Ban participation in post- 


season, non-conference and holiday 
tournaments, 


3 Exercisemorecareinawardingathleticscholarships, 
4 De-emphasize or abolish intercollegiate sports. 


"These are the alternatives. The next move is up to 


them."

LMOST ALL MEN and women in our cul- 
ture want to appear youngcr'tlian they 


really arc. 


There arc several important reasons for 


this: a) vanity, b) earning a living, c) at- 
tracting members of the opposite sex. 


Mindful of (he needs and desires of the 


aging segment of our population—a segment 
which grows larger every year—the medical 
profession has perfected a relatively old tech- 
nique for removing wrinkles.

ical, always an acid, applied to wrinkled, 
weather-beaten or sundrenched skin in a 
carefully controlled manner. 


The acid penetrates sufficiently to remove 


the epidermis, the nonsensilive outer layer 
of skin, as well as the uppermost dermis, 
which is the true skin. 


New skin grows back, bright pink at first, 


but gradually returning to a normal color in 
a few weeks. This new skin is more firm and 
of a much more youthful texture thnn the old.

eration in which surgical incisions are 
made above and in front of the patient's 
ears and under her hair. Slack skin is un- 
dermined and the excess is removed. The 
remaining facial and neck skin is pulled 
taut.

To treat a patient's entire face usually 


takes one hour. If the neck, chest and up-

per portion of the back are included, the 
operation takes two hours, rarely longer. 


A few seconds to a minute after the acid 


is applied, the skin turns white. Another 
five minutes, and it becomes red. 


When all the areas have been treated, 


they are dusted with an antibiotic pow- 
der. The operation is finished. You can 
return home or check into a hospital. Your 
face, of course, starts lo swell because it's 
been treated with acid. Gradually the 
swelling will subside. 


New skin, fresh, taut and pink, replaces 


the old. Make-up may be used, and you are 
cautioned to avoid undue sun exposure 
for two months. For the next few weeks, 
you have a bright rosy glow about you. 
You will never look better. Gradually the 
rosy'glow fades into normal skin color. 


One morning you look al yourself in the 


mirror. Happily, you realize that you look 
a good 10 or 15 years younger tliau you 
are. 


The cost of the operation varies con- 


siderably, depending upon the extent and 
severity of the wrinkling, and thus on the 
amount of time, effort and responsibility 
required.

T HAPPENS to the best planned picnics. 


The morning is fair, as predicted, and

Hut if you arc a wise planner, you 
can have your picnic—rain or shine—by 
preparing food that is easy to serve indoors 
as well as out.

The whole family will enjoy 
tins menu: flavorful Spanish beans, frank- 
furter kabobs in toasted rolls, crisp raw 
relishes, dessert and coffee. 


All-Hot'Kabobs 


6 frankfurters 
1 tablespoon salad oil 
1 can ( lO'/i oz.) pizza sauce 


12 pieces green pepper, about 1" each 
12 pieces canned pineapple 
Cut frankfurters into thirds. Place frank- 
furters in a bowl. Combine salad oil and 
pizza sauce; pour over frankfurters. Mari- 
nate in refrigerator for at least two hours. 
Using 3 frankfurter pieces, 2 green pep- 
per pieces and 2 pineapple pieces per 
skewer, arrange the foods on 6 skewers, 
starting and ending with piece of frank- 
furter. Place skewers in shallow pie plate 
or on a rack, about 4" from heat, liroil 
about 4 minutes on one side, basting with 
marinade during broiling. Turn and broil 
on second side 4 minutes longer, basting 
several times. Makes six kabobs. Serve in 
toasted frankfurter rolls.

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A new way to look

ID ONE or YOUR ANCESTORS fight in the 


Civil War? 


If so, you have a unique opportunity to 


bring alive the U.S." most remembered war as 
the nation marks the Civil War Centennial. 
(The high point of the first year comes next 
weekend, with a two-day reenactmen! of the 
first Confederate victory at Manassas, Va.) 
But even if you have not, you still can relive 
the events of the 1860s in a way that you and 
your family will long remember. All you need 
is a personal link to (he past. The box below 
can tell you how to find it. 


My wife, my sons and I found just such a 


thread to history. To us the cannonades and 
the cries of the Civil War are as real as if they 
were happening today, in our own backyard. 


Our link to the past was a red pine box, 


handed down to me by my grandfather. It 
seemed to contain useless things—notes, In- 
dian artifacts, reams of aged documents, old 
newspapers. And then there, was a packet of 
yellowed letters, written by Nelson Wheelock, 
my grandfather's "Brother Nel"—"the favor- 
ite of the family," I was told, "who was killed 
at Gettysburg." I waded through them, then 
lost interest in a remote war that had left little 
imprint on Colorado, where ! now live.- 


The Story of Brother Nel 


Then, for two years, the Army assigned me 


to Walter Reed Army Hospital, Washington. 
And one crisp afternoon, my family drove 
out to Manassas. Suddenly, the Civil War be- 
came real, an event thai happened outside of 
the history books. We came home convinced 
that we should unravel the story of Brother 
Nel and how he came to die at Gettysburg. 


All one winter, we questioned relatives. 


Much searching through trunks and desk 
drawers resulted. A photo turned up, fresh 
antl crisp, that showed Brother Nel flanked 
by his three brothers and four sisters. On the 


back was a faded note: "Taken the year Nel 
went to war." Next came a picture of his farm 
home outside Barre, Mass. After that we 
found photos of his .father and mother. 
Finally a tintype of his fiancee turned up and 
the cast of characters was complete. 


Battle of Ball's Bluff 


Through the winter, we read Brother Nel's 


letters and followed his unit's progress in an 
aging copy of The Story of the Fifteenth Regi- 
ment Massachusetts Volunteer Jnfantry 
in 


the Civil War. Nel (listed in the history as 
"Private—born in Barte, Massachusetts—23 
years old—single—a farmer") had enlisted 
July 12, 1861, and next month moved to 
Washington. There the men drilled for a 
mere two weeks and then were assigned to 
picket duty in nearby Maryland. We read his 
descriptions of battles which had been mere 
names in books. 


The first of these was at Ball's Bluff, Va. 


In spring we drove there, ate a picnic lunch 
and eyed the Potomac where Confederate 
bullets had cut down fleeing Union troops. 
At Leesburg, on the other side, we found the 
meadow where the Union had lost the battle. 
We even clambered down the riverside cliffs, 
which had been a death trap for many of 
Brother Ncl's buddies. 
' . 


Our next weekend we went to Harper's 


Ferry and crisscrossed the hills where Nel 
had spent early 1862, and in summer we 
went to (he peninsula southeast of Richmond. 
Nel was there in May and June. By now a 
seasoned veteran, he wrote home: "Tomor- 
row we again take the post of danger, for we 
arc to cover a battery as before. I rather 
dread it before I get in it, then I don't care. I 
find the more a man is exposed to danger, 
the least he thinks of it." 


There were no letters from the field as the 


1 5th moved toward Antietam Creek, Md., in 
August and September to check the threat of 
I.ee's northern advance. But September 17 
was cloudy and cool ("at least we won't have 
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at the CIVIL WAR 


to fight in ihc lieat," Nel wrote) when the 
men of the 1 5th were called to battle. On an 
equally cool day, we followed its course. We 
traced the path of Ncl's 15th to its ultimate 
camp on Bolivar Heights where we found a 
deserted cabin that had been there when the 
Union troops passed that way. 


Later we went on to Fredericksburg, Vs., 


and to Chancellorsville, and then the road to 
Gettysburg. By now Nel was first sergeant 
and very much alive to us. We knew his time 
was running out. It was difficult to read the 
letter of July 1, 1863, written after the first 
day of Gettysburg, but never sent. Clearly it 
had been sent home with, his things. 


Reading the letters, we felt a sense of frus- 


tration. We knew Nel had died of wounds, 
but when, how, where? In the red pine box 
we found more letters, telling in the simple 
words of his friends what happened. 


"I think that he must have been wounded 


at the time that the Regiment fell back from 
the breastworks that we made from a rail 
fence," wrote Sgt. Charles Batchelder. "Your 
son had five balls through his legs, lie was 
calm and bore his troubles like a Christian." 


All that remained was for us to go to Get- 


tysburg and a weekend there was time enough 
to put the final pieces of the puzzle in place. 
We found the rail fence and nearby, amid the 
softly blowing grass, the spot where we sup- 
posed lirolher Nel had fallen. Now the whole 
war seemed complete and understandable. 


Yet it was not quite complete. So a few 


weeks later, we piled into the car again and 
this time drove to Barre, Mass. There we 
plowed through musty old files of the Ijarrc 
Gazelle. In the issue of July 12, we found, 
'The body of George Nelson Wheelock . . . 
has been received. The funeral will be held 
in the home of his father." 


And the Bugles Blew 


One week later the newspaper recorded 


his burial "in Number Four Cemetery." Our 
last trip took us there, and we found the 
lichen-patterned headstone without 
diffi- 


culty. Here wns the end of our persona) claini 
in the nation's bloodiest episode. From it we 
had learned more history than from a hun- 
dred books. As the children read off the shal- 
low inscription that summed up a young life 
cut short we thought we could hear in the soft 
wind the sound of bugles softly blowing. • 


You, too, can make history come alive 


Whether or not your ancestor fought in the 
Civil War, you, too, can follow history, 
through a personalized war, as the family of 
Dr.'Seymour E. Whcclock did. Here's how: 


If you believe an ancestor served in either 


the Union or Confederate armies, write the 
National Archives, Washington 25, D.C. 
Give his narrie and state from which he 
served. In return, his service will be con- 
firmed and name of unit given. For $1, you 
can obtain copies of pertinent records. Expect 
to wait several weeks for reply. 


Elaborate histories of most regiments were 


printed in postwar years. You may find his.at 
your local library, or at the historical society 


of the state from which he served. The most 
complete collection is in the New York li- 
brary. In addition, you can get information 
about his unit's - battles and campaigns 
through the state historian. The National 
Archives also keeps records of units. 


If you did not have an ancestor in the war, 


you can "adopt" a regiment. Most Civil War 
units were raised by states and even by coun- 
ties and towns. Probably your town sent a 
group of volunteers. With" little' difficulty, 
you can learn the number of the regiment 
and follow it through the war. You may even 
find descendants in town. The local library 
may have a history of the regiment.
